REVISED APPROACH MAIN COSTS

Coundlmember Cooke moved that the Council approve revised approach
main costs (Maple Run, Bill Mllburn, Inc.) reflecting a $50,000 to $80,000
Increase due to requirement of two (2) pumping units Instead of one (1), and
a repayment to the applicant for the additional cost. The motion, seconded
by Coundlmember Hlmmelblau, carried by the following vote:
